Fig 2C shows a third sequence of symbol constellations which is a preferred 
embodiment of the present invention. With refer e nc e to claim 1, th e The 
sequence consists of a first constellation and a second constellation, with means 
for periodically selection symbols fi:om each. The means for selecting symbols^ 
which is not shown explicitly in the figure, can be a map between data values and 
the symbols, with the map changed according to the desired constellation at each 
index value. In the figure, the first constellation is used at index n and at index 
n+2, while the second constellation is used at index n+1 and at index n+3.
